comrary (without exerciſe ) the eafieſt Armes become not only tronbleſoine burthens un- 
to the wnrkilfull bearers, but too often prove dangerous and hurtful, borh to themſelves, 
and fellowes, that ranke and file with them.) Neither need any be 45/heartened,for no-man 
is born a Soxldier, nor can atrain to any excellency inthe Art MMilstary withour practice : 
But by prattice is gained knowledge ; knowledge begets conrage and confidence ; few or 
none being fearfull to execute what by frequent practice they have threughly learned. 

And therefore it will be neceſſary for every one, that intends any proficiency in this pare 
of the Art Military firſt vo be inſtru#edin the Poſftures and wel-hanadling of their Arms ;

To the ſecond we fay,That Muſquertiers with halfe-pikes, in ſtead of Reſts,are more ſer- 
viceable againſt horſe, then whole Pikes and Mnſquettiers with Reſts, for theſe reaſons : 
Firſt,,Yhole Pikes alone aye too weake, becauſe the Horſe-man carries fiery weapons,and can 
kill the P ike-man at diſtance, they neither being able to defend themſelves, nor offend their 
enemies. Secondly, Muſquertiers with Reſts are not able in open Campania, to withſtand 
the able and reſolute Horſe-men,which will break them through and through. Thirdly,Both 
conjoyned in one body are too weake in open, and even Countries to Withltand the Horſe : 
for if your Pikes bee flanked with Mxſquertiers(according to the uſuall manner) then the 
Hor ſe-men kill the Pikes at diſtance (as aforclaid) and rowr and plunder the Muſquettiers 
en the flanks, they having little poſſibility of aide from their Pike-men, when the Horſe 
are centred pe/-mel amongit the Mn/quetiers,knrocking and treading, them downe.Fourth= 
ly, If they draw into any other forme of impa/ment, then one armes becomes a trouble to 
the other, neither being able roperforme their due execution.

To the ſeventh we fay , That rurfitnat & emer or red greny negleted ; be- 
cauſe, for ſome ſervices they are eſpecially uſefull : notwithſtanding + or+ partat the moſt 
is ſufficient, either for Company, or Regiment ; for the Mn/quertier5are cafily transferred 
into Pike-men, by changing of their Armes when occaſion requireth, but the Pike-mas

To the eighth we ſay, That Halfe-pikes are equally uſefull and ſerviceable againſt the 
Horſe, as the Palliſado, when in the ſame kind they are uſed, viz. being ſtrucke or faſt- 
ground ; and hath theſe * advantages above the Palliſado.

To the tenth we ſay, That which hath been already delivered, and continuall pratice 
will make manif<ſt, Firſt, that the m—_— the Halfe-pike hath above the Reft is doubly re- 
compenſed by other benefits. Secondly, Experience makes it appeare, that the weight, 
it be more then of the Reſt, yer it is no way more troubleſome. 

Let me adde one benefit more of the Halfe-pike, although it concerne none of the Que- 
ries : The Mwſquettier, whether hee uſe Ref or halfe-pike, can doe no execation at any 

eat: diſtance, if he want powder, match, or ballet, the which often are in the one or other 

defective ; then the Ha/fe-pike is uſefull. Secondly, grant the MMmn/quettiers to be

Fourthly, And above all things in Skirmi/ſves, when no Pikeggre able to defend them, 
they are able to defend themſelves ; and when they doe retire, W ordinarily they doe be- 
hind the Reeve of the Pikes, being forced by a ſtronger Ezemy, they are able to gall the 
Enemy upon the Flanks, and doe great ſervice without danger. | 

Fitthly, In narrow ſtraits and paſſages, they can deferd and _ more then any Pikes 
or Mnſquettiers ; for where Pikes and Muſquettiers cannot (erve, they will doe double

For theſe and ſome other Reaſons, I approve of the exerciſe of thern in your feverall 
meetings ; and doe think it fit, that all ſuch Praftitioners of theſe Armes (whith T could 
wiſh were more) be not interrupted nor hindred in the wſe of them, butt miay reteiut good 
incouragem#nts, for the better proſecution and finding out the compleat uſe and 100% 
of them : And that the Captars and other CommenSes of the C ,at their feverall.

For evennewW when his infolence was at the higheſt, hee heard the Chriſtians Dr»ms 
beating a Martch ; Captain Vers Corhtpapy approaching fo neare, that they were now 
entring the Hall by the Skreen. - Aſloon'as/ they were entred the Chriſtians drew into 
Battalia, the Drums beating a-Preparative, they advance forwards and charge the Sara- 
cens ; and they perceiving their numbers to be ſo ſmall, as willingly meer them. 

Captain Fes. had all his Muſquetsin-the Front of his Pikes, and the Enemy his Bat- 
cell; were Ja, +4 1elanh}y qt 17. Theor playd-thick on both fides, as fometimes be- 
ing in Front, jometimes,dh the Flaxks, ſometimes again in the Reere, otherwhiles in the 
midſt. The Politick Captains hl vatying of their formes on either ſide,as might make beſt 
for their own advantages, each ſtriving for. the Garland of viftory. But by this time the 
Ambuſh;(under the condu of Lievtenant Sheppard ) was ready to fall on: and therefore 
Captain/7es cauſpd his Drums beat a Retreit, Eve, and charging Pikes retreiting ; there- 
by to drazy the 7 wrks from their-{trength into di/ord#r; The Turks perceiving the Chri- 
ſtians to give gromd, charge hercely on : bitt the Chriſtian Captain made but a politick 
Retreit, thereby to draw the 7 wrks from their advantage of ground, that ſo the Ambu/t- 
ment might have SOPorey to charge them in the Reere. This, as it was contrived, tcll 
out accordingly :* For the Lieutenant, who all this while had kept himſelfe and Souldiers 
cloſe, now perceiving his opportunity, ranged all his Mmnſquettiers in Front, and With 
all poſſible ſccrecie Arew cloſe up to the Reere of the Enemy : Then all on a fudden pox- 
ring ont 4 great ſalne of ſhot, hee therewith even rentand tore the Order of the Enemy. 

Now the Chriſtians charge bath in"Front and Reere ; the Twrcoman Lieutenant with 
an undaumted courage faced his halfe-files abqur, and with an unparalleld reſolution fingled 
out the Chriſtian Lievrenang., With. bis wel-rempered" Cymiter laying about him like a 
Turke. Inſomuch that Liewenant Sheppard with his Partizas had much adoe with all 
his skill and dexterity to keep him at the pount. The other ſtriving to hew out a way be- 
fore him, even through ſteel, fire, and flame ; with his wel-cutting Faxchion flicing and 
paring the Chriſtian Liewtewanrs Partizan, as if it had beena woodden Dagger, and not a 
compoſure of ſteel. Nevertheleſſe, the Chriſtian Lievienant percaving the T wrcoman tO 
be a proper perſonage, and not willing to deſtrey fo goodly a preſence, hee therefore ſtood 
politickly on the defenfive, whileſt the other tired himſclte by his owne fury, 

All this while the Souldiers are likewiſe at it with their foort Guns, Swords and T ar- 
gets, againſt the Chriſtians with their Mmſquers and whole Pikes ; Where wee will leave 
them a while, ſtriving like contrary clements, and return into the Front to ſee how A1{ul- 
ley Achmat behaved himſclfe againſt the Chriſtian Captain ; who, as I fore-ſhewed, had 
given back purpoſely to draw the Twrke from his advantage of ground, that ſo his Lievre- 
aant might the more commodioufly give on in the Reeye, 

The which accordingly taking effect, he gave a frefs charge in the Front ; at which the 
Saracens began to ſtagger, perceving nie to be deably charged in Front and Reer.
